OST interesting and amazing 
figures for ruling, perfor- 
ating and numbering were 
disclosed Richard Shoemaker, Jr., 
Shoemaker Co., New York City, 
recent meeting the Bookbind- 
ers Trade Association, Inc. New 
York.

been far too little discussion ruling 
costs, even though time production 
has been charted. recent 
developments, however, show how 
thoroughly cost finding has found its 
way throughout the various depart- 
ments and divisions the bookbind- 
ing industry. 


Blow Price Cutting 


Paper rulers and bookbinders spec- 
paper ruling are learning 
know their costs just the edition 
binder has done before them. 
the hope the more progressive 
the paper rulers that better under- 
standing the costs production 
will help discourage ruinous price 
quotations this branch book- 
binding. 

The theory and practice used 
cost recording this field differ 
little from that employed the 
Pamphlet Group the Bookbinders 
Trade Association, except that they 
must applied the peculiarities 
this work. change the job 
cost sheet was found necessary. 

Hour rates and 
centages first demand our attention. 
Let realize the outset that one 
hour rate overhead percentage for 
the whole plant totally absurd. 
That fallacy has been the source 
much unsound estimating book- 
binding circles. The problem 
give each class work its proper 
share the plant’s expense, placing 
upon the machines the burden the 
space investment and supervision they 
require. this must first 
decide how divide the factory. 


The Large Machines 


Looking the large machines, 
find that concerns this type our 
chief interest centers about the ruling 
and cutting machines. The hour 


rate the automatic ruling machines 
include labor ruler, de- 
preciation, supervision, and the 
scientifically apportioned 


share 


Similarly with the hand fed ruling 
machine. Feeding taken 
separate rate order differentiate 
between the setting and running 
the ruling machines. The cutting 
machine has its own rate, too. 


Treatment Small Machines 


The Group has also found 
satisfactory group all small ma- 
chines and give them one overhead 
rate. The ruling and manifold shop 
specializes the work these small 
machines and advisable here 
work out separate rates for each 
the more important kind small- 
machine work. So, numbering, per- 
forating and punching and drilling 
each receive their own rating. The 
remaining small 
creasing, eyeletting, round cornering, 
and the like—may all grouped to- 
gether, unless the volume any one 
rate its own. 

There remain table work and mis- 
cellaneous bindery work, such 
padding, blank book, etc. The treat- 
ment this group much necessarily 
depend the individual plant. 


All Expenses Included 


“Hour rates” and “overhead per- 
centages” have been mentioned above. 
For the larger machines, the Book- 
binders Trade Association, Inc., has 
been employing hour rates, including 
labor and all expense. Hand work 
and small machines are calculated 
the basis percentage overhead 
direct labor. 

The rates are arrived pre- 
arranged plan, whereby all labor and 
expenses are included, including ship- 
ping, depreciation, and appropriate 
compensation for management. The 
ideal method tie the system 
with the general books account, 
but that would necessarily place too 
low limit upon the number con- 
cerns that could secure the advantage 
cost information. 


How System Operates 


obtain the necessary data, the 
time the ruling, cutting any other 
large machines recorded daily. The 
workers also report their 
jobs done machines and hand 
work. From these machines and in- 
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dividual reports, the time and labor 
each job may compiled the 
job cost sheet. Using our newly found 
rates, then compute the cost 
jobs run through the factory. 
only another step learn the cost 
per thousand for each operation under 
varying conditions.

Judd.

The apprentice resisted and other 
apprentices joined in. the 
Mr. Judd came upstairs and 
ordered the apprentices back work, 
keeping them the job until o’clock 
night.

Odd Apprentice 

“Some time December 1833 
Elijah Knox Hartford came 
learn the trade. was somewhat 
odd child and many things 
might said him that would not 
proper record this History. 

“On the 15th December, 1833, 
John Adams’ apprenticeship expired 
and left the shop. About fort- 
night previous premium fifteen 
dollars was awarded him for his 
good behavior, minding his own 
business, during the term 
six months previous, and another 
ten dollars was awarded 
Smith and another five dollars 
Reynolds for the same reason. 


Goats and Sheep 

“On the 8th December, 1833, 
William Stanley East Hartford 
came learn the trade and almost 
immediately was invited Mr. 
Birdseye, the foreman, into the 
4th story where received in- 
troductory lecture. was informed 
the course that there was two 
classes boys the shop, one good 
and the other bad, other werds 
one flock sheep and another 
goats. was advised ming!e with 
and follow the example the sheep, 
but admonished beware the 
goats, hold intercourse with 
them whatever, particularly with two 
them, viz., Jim Sellew and

the boys the instructions had 
received. 

“This made the Doc and Jim mad 
and they determined call the fore- 
man account for it.

After 
acknowledging his former inattention 
the immortal interests his “ser- 
vants,” was pleased call them 
and pledging himself pursue dif- 
ferent course future, said 
hoped meet them all that king- 
dom where there would such 
terms distinction and 
“servant.” 

After few weeks, “Old Silas,” see- 
ing that there was hope convert- 
ing many more souls, and, perhaps 
thinking that would more profit- 
able for him keep the boys work 
than attending meetings, had 
them discontinued. 

“Mr. Birdseye, the foreman, was 
man who liked tell great stories 
about himself and what great things 
had done. used say that 
had been hell and spoke the 
devil, that had jumped over the 
cupola St. Paul’s Church, London, 
that had bound folios vellum for 
the King France, etc. Take him 
his word and had done more 
wonderful deeds than any other man 
living. Talk about fighting and 
would tell you that, “he had seen 
blood Ireland.”

Department Book Making 


Manufacturing Records Woefully Inadequate the Early Days 
Writes Charles Wells, Production Manager Ginn and Co. 


very entertaining account some 
the difficulties encountered book 
manufacture four five decades ago 
appears recent issue The Book 
Builder, organ Ginn Co., Cam- 
bridge, Mass. the article, which 
entitled “The Early Days the 
Production Department,” the author, 
Charles Wells, presents compari- 
son methods then and today. 

the age 17, Mr. Wells, who 
now head the production depart- 
ment, obtained employment with the 
company, then known Ginn 
Heath. His duties were run er- 
rands, odd jobs around the office, 
and also perform some the work 
week, which cents went for car- 
fare. 


Plenty Errands 


“This was before the days tele- 
phones,” writes Mr. Wells, “so there 
were plenty errands. The ones 
enjoyed most, however, were the er- 
rands the printing and binding 
houses. The binding books was 
mostly Crowell and Ephraim 
Abbott. There was frequently time 
kill these errands while waiting 
for information obtained, proofs 
pulled, etc., and being curious 
and interested all mechanical mat- 
ters, was able learn various 
times great deal about the details 
book-making processes.”

“September was terror,” writes. 
“After being graduated from errand 
boy working stock and packing, 
the Fall busy season seemed one long 
succession overtime work. have 
vivid recollections packing cases 
and doing mail and express pack- 
ages until o’clock, and even until 
11:30 and later.” 


The “Supper 


There was one perquisite this job, 
“supper allowance,” and Mr. Wells 
naively remarks that “the suppers 
were very good.”

portance yet been realized. 


“The records for manufacturing 
were extremely simple,” writes. 
“Orders for paper, printing and bind-

HERE would the 
large edition bindery 
today without some 
systematic planning see 
that work flows steadily 
through the plant, and that 
adequate records are kept 
stock, shipping orders, etc.?

Notes Many Changes 


“The chief changes from that time 
this have been consequent upon the 
tremendous increase our business, 
both the number titles and 
the quantity books manufactured. 
These conditions called for the estab- 
lishment new records and new de- 
vices various sorts, with, course, 
constantly increasing force.” 

Some time later the company estab- 
lished its own printing plant and bind- 
ery, and Mr. Wells moved his office 
the scene production. Speaking 
the production department, 
now constituted with staff four- 
teen, Mr. Wells writes: 

“In addition general production 
work, its duties include keeping per- 
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petual stock record books the 
Press, with the consequent handling 
and recording all shipping orders. 
Among the chief aims the depart- 
ment are provide books when and 
needed, provide work for the 
printing and binding departments 
when and needed, and keep full 
records such shape that immediate
